G.  McG.  Sloan,  f  YX7HEREAS  in  and  by 
Attorney-General.  \  VV  section  115,  subsec¬ 
tion  (1),  of  the  “  Forest  Act,”  being-  chapter  93 
of  the  “  Revised  Statutes  of  British  Columbia, 
1924,”  as  enacted  by  section  7  of  chapter  24  of 
the  Statutes  of  1934,  it  is  provided  that  where 
in  the  opinion  of  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council  the  safety  of  life  and  property  in  any 
area  of  the  Province  is  endangered  through  the 
hazardous  condition  of  the  forest-cover  or  the 
occurrence  or  spread  of  any  fire  burning  in  any 
forest  or  woodland,  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council  may  declare  that  area  a  closed  district: 

And  whereas  Our  said  Lieutenant-Governor, 
by  and  with  the  advice  of  Our  Executive  Coun¬ 
cil,  has  been  pleased  to  direct,  by  Order  in 
Council  in  that  behalf,  that  the  undermentioned 
area  be  declared  a  closed  district  accordingly: 

Now  know  ye  that  We  do  by  these  presents 
proclaim  and  declare  the  area  within  the  follow¬ 
ing  boundaries  a  closed  district  under  the 
provisions  of  section  115  of  the  said  “  Foi'est 
Act  ”  until  further  notice,  that  is  to  say: — 

“  Commencing  at  the  point  on  the  most  west¬ 
erly  boundary  of  Sub-lot  10,  Lot  4592,  Kootenay 
District,  where  it  intersects  the  height  of  land

Bag  Limits  (Eastern  and  Western

Big  Game. 

In  respect  of  big  game  throughout  the  Prov¬ 
ince  as  defined  in  the  “  Game  Act,”  no  person 
in  that  portion  of  the  Province  north  of  the 
main  line  of  the  Canadian  National  Railway, 
formerly  known  as  the  Grand  Trunk  Pacific 
Railway,  shall  at  any  time  kill  or  take  or  have 
in  their  possession  during  the  entire  open 
season  more  than  two  Mountain-sheep  and  two 
Caribou,  all  of  the  male  sex. 

In  the  remainder  of  the  Eastern  District 
provided  with  an  open  season  on  Mountain- 
sheep  and  Caribou,  no  person  shall  at  any  time 
kill  or  take  or  have  in  their  possession  during 
the  entire  open  season  more  than  one  Mountain- 
sheep  and  one  Caribou,  all  of  the  male  sex. 

Throughout  the  Province  no  person  shall  at 
any  time  kill  or  take  or  have  in  their  possession 
during  the  entire  open  season  more  than  three 
Deer,  one  Wapiti  (Elk),  one  Moose,  all  of  the 
male  sex,  two  Grizzly  Bear  and  three  Bear  of 
any  other  species,  and  two  Mountain-goat. 

Game  Birds. 

No  person  shall  in  any  district  hereinafter 
designated  kill  or  take  on  any  one  day  any 
greater  number  of  game  birds  than  the*  daily 
bag  limit  hereinafter  set  out  respectively;  nor 
kill  or  take  or  have  in  their  possession  during 
the  entire  open  season  any  greater  number  of 
game  birds  than  the  total  bag  limit  so  set  out: — 

Eastern  District.  —  Pheasants  (cock  birds 
only)  (except  the  Electoral  Districts  of  Nelson- 
Creston,  Grand  Forks-Greenwood,  and  that 
portion  of  the  Salmon  Arm  Electoral  District 
referred  to  in  these  regulations  as  the  West- 
wold  District,  and  that  further  portion  of  the 
Salmon  Arm  Electoral  District  open  for  the 
hunting  of  Pheasants  west  of  Chum  Creek)  : 
Daily  bag  limit,  4;  total  bag  limit,  15.  In  the 
Nelson-Creston  Electoral  District,  daily  bag- 
limit,  2;  total  bag  limit,  6.  In  those  portions 


of  the  Salmon  Arm  Electoral  District  west  of 
Chum  Creek  and  that  portion  thereof  referred 
to  as  the  Westwold  District  and  in  the  Grand 
Forks-Greenwood  Electoral  District:  Daily 
bag  limit,  2;  total  bag  limit,  12. 

Quail:  Daily  bag  limit,  10;  total  bag  limit, 

Grouse  and  Ptarmigan  (except  Prairie- 
chicken  or  Sharp-tailed  Grouse)  :  Daily  bag 
limit,  6  of  one  species  or  12  of  all  species;  total 
bag  limit,  50  in  the  aggregate. 

Prairie-chicken  or  Sharp-tailed  Grouse:  In 
the  Electoral  Districts  of  Fort  George  and 
Peace  River — Daily  bag  limit,  6;  total  bag 
limit,  50.  In  the  Electoral  Districts  of  Cariboo, 
Lillooet,  Kamloops,  and  Salmon  Arm — Daily 
bag  limit,  4;  total  bag  limit,  15. 

Partridge  ( European )  :  In  the  Electoral 
Districts  of  Salmon  Arm,  Kamloops,  North  and 
South  Okanagan,  and  Similkameen:  Daily  bag 
limit,  4;  total  bag  limit,  15. 

Western  District.  —  Pheasants  (cock  birds 
only)  :  Daily  bag-  limit,  4;  total  bag  limit,  25. 
In  the  Squamish  Valley:  Daily  bag  limit,  2 
total  bag  limit,  4. 

Partridge  ( European )  :  Daily  bag  limit,  6 
total  bag  limit,  25. 

Grouse:  Daily  bag  limit,  6  of  all  species 
total  bag  limit,  25  of  all  species. 

Ptarmigan:  Daily  bag  limit,  6;  total  bag 
limit,  25. 

Quail  (except  Bob -white  and  Mountain  Quail)  : 
Daily  bag  limit,  10;  total  bag  limit,  50. 

Throughout  the  Province. — Ducks:  Eastern 
District  (except  the  Electoral  Districts  of 
Skeena,  Atlin,  Omineca,  Fort  George,  and 
Peace  River) ,  20  in  the  aggregate  of  all  kinds 
per  day,  not  more  than  3  of  which  shall  be 
Wood  Ducks,  during  the  period  September  15th, 
1935,  to  October  31st,  1935,  both  dates  inclu¬ 
sive;  and  during  the  remainder  of  the  open 
season  not  more  than  15  in  the  aggregate  of 
all  kinds  per  day,  not  more  than  3  of  which 
shall  be  Wood  Ducks.  In  the  Electoral  Dis¬ 
tricts  of  Omineca,  Fort  George,  Peace  River, 
Atlin,  and  that  portion  of  the  Skeena  Electoral 
District  situate  and  lying  in  the  Eastern  Dis¬ 
trict,  20  in  the  aggregate  of  all  kinds  per  day, 
not  more  than  3  of  which  shall  be  Wood  Ducks, 
during  the  period  September  1st,  1935,  to  Octo¬ 
ber  15th,  1935,  both  dates  inclusive;  and  during 
the  remainder  of  the  open  season  not  more  than 
15  in  the  aggregate  of  all  kinds  per  day,  not 
more  than  3  of  which  shall  be  Wood  Ducks. 
Western  District,  20  in  the  aggregate  of  all 
kinds  per  day,  not  more  than  3  of  which  shall 
be  Wood  Ducks,  during  the  period  October  19th, 
1935,  to  November  30th,  1935,  both  dates  inclu¬ 
sive;  and  during  the  remainder  of  the  open 
season  not  mox-e  than  15  in  the  aggregate  of  all 
kinds  per  day,  not  more  than  3  of  which  shall 
be  Wood  Ducks.  Total  aggregate  bag  limit 
throughout  the  Province,  150  for  the  season. 

Geese:  Daily  bag  limit,  10;  total  bag  limit, 
50. 


Black  Brant:  Daily  bag  limit,  10 ;  total  bag- 
limit,  50. 

Wilson  Snipe :  Daily  bag  limit,  25 ;  total  bag- 
limit,  150. 

Coots:  Daily  bag-  limit,  25;  total  bag  limit, 
150. 

Band-tailed  Pigeons:  Daily  bag  limit,  10: 
total  bag  limit,  50. 

Every  person  shall,  upon  the  request  of  any 
Game  Warden  or  Constable,  furnish  satisfac¬ 
tory  proof  to  him  of  the  locality  and  dates  on 
which  any  game  was  by  him  killed  or  taken; 
and,  further,  in  respect  to  all  game  birds  no 
one  shall  have  in  his  possession  at  any  one 
time  more  than  two  days’  bag  limit. 

.  Prohibitions  declared  by  subsection 

(1)  .of  section  26  of  the  “  Game  Act  ”  as  to  the 
buying,  selling,  and  having  in  possession  of  big 
game,  so  far  as  same  relate  to  game  lawfully 
killed  or  taken,  are  hereby  removed  to  the 
extent  and  within  the  periods  and  limits  and 
subject  to  the  provisions  hereinafter  set  out 
as  follows: — 
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(a.)  Moose  and  Caribou,  bulls  over  one  year 
old,  in  the  Electoral  Districts  of  Atlin  and 
Omineca,  north  of  the  57th  parallel  of  north 
latitude,  from  September  1st,  1935,  to  December 
15th,  1935,  both  dates  inclusive.

3.  The  open  seasons  declared  by  these  regu¬ 
lations  shall  not  apply  to  the  following  parts 
of  the  Province,  namely: —

That  portion  of  Nanaimo  Harbour  and 
vicinity  described  as  follows: — Between  high- 
water  mark  on  Vancouver  Island  and  a  line 
drawn  as  follows:  Commencing  at  Brechin 
Point,  Departure  Bay,  near  the  City  of  Nan¬ 
aimo;  thence  in  an  easterly  direction  to  the 
most  westei’ly  point  on  Newcastle  Island; 
thence  along  the  shore-line  of  Newcastle  Island 
in  a  northerly,  easterlv.  and  southerly  direction 
to  the  most  easterly  point  of  Newcastle  Island; 
thence  to  the  most  westei’ly  point  of  Pi-otection 
Island;  thence  south-eastei’ly  to  Gallows  Point 
on  Protection  Island;  thence  to  Jack’s  Point  on 
Vancouver  Island;  thence  in  a  westerly  direc¬ 
tion  to  Stevens  and  Wright’s  Shingle-mill  on 
Vancouver  Island. 

( e .)  That  poi’tion  of  the  Nelson-Ci’eston 
Electoral  Distinct  described  as  follows :  Com¬ 
mencing  on  the  north  shore  of  the  West  Arm  of 
Kootenay  Lake  at  Willow  Point  Wharf;  thence 
following  the  Duhamel  or  6-Mile  Creek  Road  to 
the  intersection  of  the  said  Duhamel  Creek 
Road  with  the  First  West  Fork  of  Duhamel 
Creek;  thence  following  the  said  West  Fork 
to  its  source;  thence  in  a  southerly  direction 
following  the  divide  between  Duhamel  Creek 
and  the  West  Arm  of  Kootenay  Lake  and 
Groham  Creek  to  the  mouth  of  said  Groham 
Creek;  thence  across  the  West  Arm  of  Koote¬ 
nay  Lake  to  the  south  shore  of  the  said  West 
Arm  to  a  point  known  as  the  slaughter-house; 
thence  following  the  south  shore  of  the  said 
West  Arm  in  an  easterly  direction  to  a  point 
opposite  Willow  Point  Wharf;  thence  across 
the  said  West  Arm  to  the  point  of  commence¬ 
ment.  Provided  that  the  provisions  of  this 
subsection  or  clause  shall  only  apply  in  respect 
to  the  hunting  of  game  birds. 

(/.)  That  portion  of  the  South  Okanagan 
Electoral  District  in  the  vicinity  of  Kelowna 
known  as  Lot  “  M,”  Plan  1920,  Osoyoos  Divi¬ 
sion  of  Yale  District. 

4.  No  person  shall  at  any  time  kill  or  attempt 
to  kill  any*  migratory  game  bird  with  a  rifle  or 
a  shotgun  loaded  with  a  single  bullet,  nor  kill 
or  attempt  to  kill  any  Pheasant,  Partridge,  or 
Quail  with  a  rifle,  or  hunt,  as  defined  in  section 
2  of  the  “  Game  Act,”  any  game  birds  in  any 
field  or  on  or  over  any  cultivated  land  by  using 
an  automobile  or  other  vehicle  thereon.  The 
use  of  wounded  live  birds  as  decoys  in  the 
hunting  of  migratory  game  birds  is  prohibited. 

5.  The  open  seasons  declared  by  these  regula¬ 
tions  shall  not  apply  to  the  hunting,  taking, 
or  having  in  possession  of  Quail,  Pheasants, 
Prairie-chicken  ( Sharp-tailed  Grouse),  or  Par¬ 


tridge  at  any  place  when  the  surface  of  the 
ground  at  that  place  is  covered  with  snow. 

6.  No  person  shall  hunt,  kill,  or  take  any 
Moose,  Caribou,  Wapiti  (Elk),  or  Deer  while 
swimming,  and  the  hunting,  killing,  or  taking 
of  any  game  by  use  of  tracer  bullets  or  tracer 
shot  shells  is  prohibited. 

7.  No  person  shall  use  a  power-boat  or  aero¬ 
plane  to  disturb  any  migratory  game  birds 
with  the  intent  of  driving  such  birds  towards 
any  person  who  is  lying  in  wait  for  the  purpose 
of  shooting,  killing,  or  taking  such  migratory 
game  birds. 

Note. — There  is  no  open  season  on  any  game 
other  than  in  the  open  districts  and  during  the 
periods  mentioned  in  the  foregoing  regulations. 
The  electoral  districts  referred  to  in  these  regu¬ 
lations  cover  such  districts  as  constituted  at 
March  31st,  1934.

PRIVATE  BILLS. 


Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

100.  (1.)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2.)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3.)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a 
nature  that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or 
more  electoral  districts,  the  notice  shall  further¬ 
more  be  published  once  a  week  if  possible  in 
some  newspaper  in  every  electoral  district 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the 
electoral  district  nearest  thereto.

And  if  this  rule  shall 
be  suspended  or  modified  as  aforesaid,  the  pro¬ 
moters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is  presented 
after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or  for 
which  the  petition  has  been  received  after  the 
time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case 
pay  double  the  fees  required  in  respect  of  such 
Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the  House  shall  order  to 
the  contrary. 
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98.  (1.)  Any  person  seeking  to  obtain  any 
Private  Bill  shall  deposit  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
House,  eight  clear  days  before  the  opening  of 
the  Session: — 

(a.)  A  printed  copy  of  such  Bill: 

( b .)  A  copy  of  the  petition  to  he  presented 
to  the  House:

such  details,  and  a  note  shall  be  appended  to 
the  Bill  indicating  the  provisions  thereof  in 
which  the  general  Act  is  proposed  to  be  de¬ 
parted  from.
